Hovifover,  tho  low  birth  rate  nov/  extending  over  a period  of 
some  yoar.s  has  raised  the  average  age  of  the  population;  this 
average  age  has  boon  further  increased  by  the  vi/ithdrav/al  of  tho 
young  adult  population  of  both  sexes  into  the  Services. 
Consequently  I see  no  reason  to  believe  that  this  death  rate « is 
high  if  the  ago  distribution  of  tho  population  of  Br ightlingsoa 
is  taken  into  account.
